Student of Northwestern Takes Life 
With Chloroform.

The 
letter was delivered to Mr. Peeney, 
but its contents he refused to make 
known to the police, saying that he 
would produce it at the inquest at the 
Blanchard home tomorrow.

Investigating Board Leaves 
Today on Long Trip. 


The most remarkable inspection 
which the much-inspected aqueduct 
has undergone will begin at & o'clock 
this morning when Chairman Edward 
. Johnson, Edward 8. Cobb and 
Charles E. Warner of the Aqueduct 
Investigating Board, Stenographer A. 
G. Leahy and a chauffeur will de- 
part in a seven- passenger touring car 
for the Owens River country to set- 
tle once for all the truth or falsity 
of the wholesale charges of graft and 
mismanagement in the big conduit 
brought by Job Harriman and hie fol- 
lowing in the late city election. 

Commissioner Warner will disguise 
himself as a common laborer and 
make his way slowly on foot along 
the aqueduct line wherever pos- 
sible. He will mingle with the men 
in the camps, eat at the laborers’ m 
table and play the role of a regula 
member of the overall mob in general. 
He hopes to secure much valuable in- 
formation in this way which might 
be kept from him if it were known 
that he wa member of the inves- 
tigating board.

DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS. 


“Our plan is to organize the dis- 
tricts,” she said. “We have already 
a State organization, formed two 
weeks ago, of which I am president. 
We have a State Committee of fifteen. 
The president of ev district asso- 
ciation will be a member of this cen- 
tral body, too, and in that way we 
shall be in close touch with every part 
of the State. So, within a few weeks, 
the women of this State who actively

“It has always seemed a good 
to me in the sixteen years thag I have 
had experience in the suffrage move- 
ment, to organize clubs and get the 
younger element in them. In the dis- 
cussions that ensue, the talks and the 
exchange of views, I have alwa 
learned a great deal. So a few weeks 
ago it seemed to me to be a good time 
to organize a club of women voters 
who would be in favor of the renom- 
ination of President Taft. I went on 
with the plan; we organized, and do 
you know, the idea spread like wild- 
fire. Because a mushroom grows in a 
night, I venture to compere the de- 
velopment of the clubs of women to a 
mushroom, but they have already 
showed that their life will be, not of 
a mushroom e „ but as that of 


d enthusiasm with which new 
clubs were formed drew attention and 
I was invited to speak at the time of 
the organization of the men's associa- 
tion in San Francisco. Our women's 
meeting was encouraging. Women 
who had never before displayed an 
Interest in public affairs were there or 
sent in their names as members, and 
we had a great start in that part of 
the State 


“Tomorrow, Mrs. Aylett R. Cotton 
is to organize the first district club 
in San Francisco and on Thureday 
others are to be formed there. We 
have had reassuring reports from the 
Sacramento and the San Joaquin Val- 
leys, but the work of organizing there 
has hardly had a chance to get well 
undef way because we have been un- 
able to accomplish everything that 
we want to do so far, as we have had 
only two weeks in which to work. In 
San Francisco and in Alameda, San 
Mateo and Marin countieé, the wom- 
ens movement for Taft has won the 
public's cordial support, and we have 
every assurance that a similar condi- 
tion will be fourd all over California. 

“In Les Angeles the women have 
had some advantage over us in other 
districts because they have already 
voted at an election. But it was a 
local election where the situation was 
understood by the women and the is- 
sues plainly defined. For the women of 
the State to vote at a Presidential 
election is probabiy better than it 
would be had their first vote been 
cast at a State contest. When a Pres- 
ident is to be chosen, there is no con- 
fusion as to the questions presented.”

Jake de Rosier Near Death 
in Fast Match Race.

Jake De Rosier, former world mo- 
torcycle champion, was perhaps fatal- 
ly hurt during a match race yester- 
day afternoon on the Los Angeles 
Stadium. While flying around the ple- 
pan at almost 100 miles an hour De 
Roster was huried from his machine 
against the upper barricade with such 
terrific force that his bruised and bet- 
tered body rolled 100 feet across the . 
track and into the arena. When 
Picked up, De Rosier was found & 
have sustained a compound fracture 
of the left leg, a fracture of the knee 
and severe contusions. 

The accident came as the climax to 
a series of fierce match races in 
which De Roster and Charlies Balke 
figured. The crowd watched these two 
daring riders fight a fierce duel, each 
defying death at every circle of the 

Stung to desperation because 
Balke had won the fret heat, De 
Rosier cut @ pace in the last race 
which might have driven him inte @& 
world’s record. 

On the last lap of the two-mile race, 
and with victory in his grasp, 
Rosier was about to pass Balke when 
the leader rolled from his machine 
end the flying Frenchman dashed di- 
rectly into the wrecked racing motor- 
cycle from which Balke had just been 


thrown. 
CROWD AWED. 


Hurtüng through the air, Balke 
bounced over the boards and escaped 
with a few bruises. The Frenchman 
crashed into the machine and the im- 
pact was terrific.

PARTICIPATION 
PROFTTS. 

Many of us do an unintentional injus 
tice to those whom in these days of ours 
some apply with a sneer the epithet, “Cap 
tains of Industry.” There is a disposition 
on the part of some people to object rad- 

 feally to things that are big because they 
are big. This misconception is dangerous 
because it tends to blind us to the truth. 
We think facts are what all of us desire, 
and we know it is what all of us need. 

January 1, 1911, the United States Steel 
Corporation entered intoa policy of pension- 
ing the employees of the concern. At the 
end of the year the sum to be distributed 
to those eligible for pensions amounted to 
$281,457.37. This money was distributed 
among 1606 employees, most of whom went 
on the roll when the fund was established, 
but 565 new names were added during the 
year. 

Of course there are those who will con- 
tend that the pensioning of employees is 
mot good policy, but that day by day the 
employees should receive more wages. We 
cannot but recall the wisdom of Asexander 
Pope's line, “What's best administered is 
best.” And we are quite sure that many

Hk POLICY OF STAGNATION. 

“The wolf's long how! on Oonalaska’s 
shore’ was a joyous ragtime jingle com- 
pared with the yowlings of the orators and 
editors of insurgent progressive Republican- 
ism, who iterate and reiterate the cry of 
Special Privilege,” “Big Business,” “Preda- 
tory Wealth” and “Loathsome Capitalism” 
“from the rising of the morn to the setting 
of the sun.” There is a very remote pos- 
sibility that some of the insurgent leaders 
may know what they are talking and writ- 
ing about. There is less possibility that 
their auditors and readers may understand | 
the orators and the journalists. 

Only one thing is absolutely clear and 
that is that the insurgent Republican lead- 
ers want the offices; that they are aware 
of the fact that a large majority of the 
voters are non-taxpayers, and that they 
hope, by raising the prejudices of the im- 
pecunioug against the thrifty, to gain post- 
tions where they can obtain very high pay 
for very poor services. 

In those eastern communities where the 
initiative, the referendum and the recall 
have not been adopted there is a chance 
for Republican insurgents in some States 
to ride into power on the back of these 
fads. But in California there are no such 
issues. The people have swallowed all of 
the populistic dose that was offered to 
them except Roosevelt's new pill of repeal- 
ing judicial decisions at the polls. The 
“progressives” will be compelled to go into 
the Presidential canvass on two issues, that 
of appeals from judicial decisions and of 
conservation of natural resources for the 
benefit of our great-grandchildren. The 
tariff will not be an issue with the insur- 
gents. They are generally either bostile 
to the Republican doctrine of protection 
to American industry or indifferent con- 
cérning it. Their California Senator an- 
nounced with pompous self-complacency 
that, while he would vote for a protective 
tariff! on lemons, he would. not. in order 
to obtain the votes of Middle State and 
New England Senators on behalf of a tariff 
on citrus fruit, consent to aid by his vote 
in giving protection to their metal and 
fabric industries. 

The principal and about their only im- 
portant issue left to California insurgents 
is what is called “conservation of natural 
resources.” Its purpose is to withdraw gov- 
ernment coal, iron, timber and oil lands. 
harbor sites and water power sites, from 
rocation and purchase, and retain them in 
government ownership for the use of fu- 
ture generations. 

This policy originated in the brain of the 
resourceful Gifford Pinchot who was Chief 
Forester during President Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration, and who was fired out of office 
by President Taft for insolence. insubordi- 
nation, inefficiency and extravagance. Pin- 
chot was a stockholder in the Pocahontas 
Coal’ Company, which would have lost a 
million dollars a year by the opening of 
Alaskan coal lands and harbor sites. He 
was a friend and ally of the great north- 
western lumber trust, and with the help of 
these and other great industrial corpora- 
tions he organized a press bureau which 
controlled for 4 time the leading and mis- 
leading journals of the Bast and West. He 
enlisted the advocacy of his friend and pa- 
tron, ex-President Roosevelt, and it looked 
for a time as if the Pacific Coast pioneer 
miners and homesteaders would have to 
sell their burros and abandon their intent 
to locate and improve arid lands, and that 
the capitalists who were proposing to 
build dams and power plants on streams 
would be compelled to relinquish their 
plans and allow the waters to flow on 
unvexed and unused to their graves in the 
ocean, 

With his conservation plans Pinchot 
secured the support of Congressman Kent. 
He induced Gov. Johnson to give a fat 
office to Pinchot’s man Friday, Glavis, u ho 
was imported into California for that pur- 
pose, and he befooled the insurgent Re- 
publican journals of California into support 
of conservation, although it was clearly a 
policy which might possibly be to the ad- 
vantage of eastern States, the government 
lands in which were sold many years ago, 
but which was clearly a detrimental] policy 
on.this coast, where opportunities are still 
open to our pioneers. 

Advocacy of conservation has of late 
falien into “innocuous desuetude” in Cali 
fornia, but it must again become a leading, 
if not a dominant, issue inside the Republi- 
can party, for conservation and Roosevelt's 
recall of decisions plan are all that insur- 
gency has left it on which to base a con- 
test for control of the delegation to the 
Chicago convention. 

The Goo-Goos have landed all their other 
fads in the State Constitution. They can- 
not make a fight for the initiative, the ref- 
erendum and the recall in New York or 
Louisiana. There is nothing left them but 
“conservation of natural resources” and re- 
call of judicial decisions on which to plant 
themselves. 

President Taft does not indorse the 
Rooseveltian-Pinchotic fad. In his Seattle 
speech he stated tersely that he saw no 
reason for administering the land laws in 
Alaska differently from elsewhere. 

At the coming Presidential primary the 
Republican voters should distinctly under- 
stand that a vote for Roosevelt delegates 
is a vote to withhold Alaska coal lands 
from development, to withdraw California 
oil lands from location, to prevent the erec- 
tion of power plants on navigable waters, 
to send the axman back from the forest, 
the homesteader back from the valley, and 
the prospector back from the mountain. 
Those who favor such policy of retrogres- 
sion and stagnation may logically vote for 
Roosevelt delegates. Those who do not 
will vote for Taft. . 


INDOW DEMONSTRATIONS. 

For a long time about everything ua- 
der the sun has been demonstrated in the 
show windows of this town. Men build 
clay maps of valleys and stand in windows 
demonstrating soil. A Japanese demon- 
strates paper flowers in one window and 
in the next you observe an artist painting 
masterpleces while you wait.

GREEN SUN OF EGYPT. 
{Youth's Companion:] In Egypt, where 
the atmosphere is very clear, the green 
tints of the sunset light are peculiarly dis- 
tinct.

Sometimes, at sun- 
ret, just as the last portion of the sun's 
disk vanishes, its color changes from green 
to blue; and so also after it has disappeared 
the sky near the horizun is green, while 
toward the zenith it is blue. The fact was

Sierra Nevada is a Spanish term signify- 
ing “snow-<clad range.”
